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REMARKS 

Claim 1 is amended to incorporate the features set forth in claim 4 as 
originally filed. The amendments are shown in the bracketed/ interlineated 
version of claim 1 attached hereto as Exhibit A. 

Claim 4 is cancelled without prejudice. 
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EXHIBIT A 

1. (Amended) A coating composition for metal capable of being 
formed into a container, said coating composition comprising: 

d) a polyester resin in the amount of 20-50% by wt. . said 
polyester resin comprising trimethvlolpropane in the amount of 
0.1-10% by wt.. neopentvlglycol in the amount of 15-30% by wt.. at 
least one other polyol in the amount of 5-20% by wt.. a phthalic acid 
in the amount of 20-60% by wt.. and adipic acid in the amount of 
10-35% by wt: 

e) a resol resin in the amount of 1-15% by wt. and comprising a 
condensation product made from a phenol or homologue thereof 
and formaldehyde; and 

f) a solvent component in the amount of 35-79% by wt., all 
foregoing weight percentages being based on the total weight of the 
coating composition; and 



the coating composition being substantially free of bisphenol-A-diglycidyl 
ether, bisphenol-F-diglycidyl ether, homologues thereof, and polyvinyl 
chloride.
